The letters o f Secreto ry 
Bay ard to Minister West &re*at times diplo ­ 
matically v igo ro us. 
The f« i 'o wing para­

A JUDICIAL MUJIDEIL 


In the early part of tho Eighteenth cen­ 
tu ry there lived in the Bru der strasse, Ber­ 
lin. a merchant, Lompert b y name, m ar­ 
ried to a wife somewhat you nger than him­ 
self—a handsome woman, fond of dress and 
amu sement. 
And b y her he liad a dau gh­ 
ter, whom the vain mother did her b est to 
spoil. 
Every year Larnpert went to the Leipsic 
fair on b u siness, and in the year 1730 ho 
resolved, os u su al, to attend tho fair. 
On the evening b efore ho was ab ou t to 
start b e called his wife Into their common 
b edchamb er, and asked her to assist him 
in cou nting his money, which ho kept in 
a strong iron dou b le locked coffer b eneath 
id s b ed. 
He always carried his keys ab ou t with 
him, never laying them aside. 
His wife at 
his su mmons came with a candle into the 
room, and he u nlocked the chest in her pres­ 
ence, and b rou ght ou t his money to tho 
tab le, where ho pu rposed cou nting it and 
taking from it the su m necessary for his 
traveling expenses and for the pu rchases ho 
intended making a t the Leipsic fair. 
The b ox contained a large pu rse of leather, 
wrapped rou nd with cord and sealed with 
his own signet. 
The coin it contained con­ 
sisted of French pistoles with tho exception 
of six Du tch du cats. 
Lamport fou nd the lock u ntampered with 
and the leather pu rse as lie had left it, 
b ou nd with tho string and with his seal u n­ 
b roken—in a word, all was in tho condi­ 
tion in which he hail left it, except the con­ 
tents of the pu rse. As he cou nted tho money 
in the prcscnco of his wife, twelve pistoles 
and one of the six du cats were missing 
This discovery filled him and his wife with 
dismay. 
They cou nted the money again 
they searched every corner of the b ox 
tu rned the b ag inside ou t, b u t cou ld not 
discover the smaliesst trace of the missing 
coins. 
Lamport had written * ticket of 
the amou nt, when ho had inclosed it in the 
b ag, b efore he sealed it u p. 
How had the 
money tnxm ab stracted withou t b reaking 
the seals and getting the keys from the mer 
cb antP 
The room occu pied b y Lamport and his 
wife was so situ ated that no stranger cou lc, 
have entered it u nob served du ring the day, 
and it was qu ite certain that no rob b ers had 
b roken in du ring the night. 
When the cou ple had recovered from their 
first astonishment they considered who 
cou ld have done the deed, and they cou ld 
think of no ctoe at all likely to b e gu ilty of 
the theft, except their hou semaid, Mario 
KeUer, a you ng woman of 23. 
The merchant a t once su mmoned her to 
the room and charged her with having 
stolen the money. 
He promised her if she 
wou ld confess and make restitu tion that he 
wou ld forgive her, and thou gh he wou ld dis­ 
miss her from his service he wou ld hu sh 
the m atter u p. 
The girl tremb led and 
nearly fainted, b u t protested her inno­ 
cence, and so resolu tely refu sed to allow 
her gu ilt that Lampert and his wife insisted 
on examining her b edroom. 
They mado 
her lead the way with a candlo and stand in 
t he middle of the room while her master 
and mistress explored every corner, her 
b oxes, her b ed, her drawers—in a word 
every hiding place where she cou ld have 
stowed away the missing coins. 
The search had lasted some time withou t 
produ c ing any resu lt, when Frau Lamport, 
leeling in tho pocket of an old ragged dress 
that lay on the floor, drew forth one of the 
Du tch du cats. 
When this was discovered 
Marie Keller b u rst into tears, and with ve­ 
hemence reasserted her innocence. 
She fell 
on her knees b efore her master and mistress 
vowed that she had not taken any coin 
from their coffer, and declared her inab il­ 
ity to accou nt for the du cat having b een 
fou nd m her pocket in any other wav than 
b y su pposing some malevolent person liad 
pu t it there to incu lpate her, when she was 
as gu iltless as u newb orn child. 
Her pro­ 
tests were coldly listened to and disregarded. 
The evidence of the du cat in her pocket 
seemed conclu sive to Larnpert that she and 
no stranger had rob b ed him. 
According to Pru ssian law at the time 
those gu ilty of theft were hanged if th<3> 
valu e of the articles stolen amou nted to five 
thalers—or fifteen shilling*—and the thief 
was more than 18 years old. 
Lampert seems to havo b een a hard man 
He was very angry at the loss of his money’ 
and espec ially incensed a t Marie's ob stinacy 
in denying having taken it. 
He told his 
wife that he wou ld commu nicate with the 
police, have the girl arrested, and that he 
wou ld 
let her su ffer the consequ ences. 
rau .Lampert u rged him to b e mercifu l. 
Let.him P^don this first error in the poor 
girl s condu ct, dismiss her and try to forget 
tm loss. Bu t Lampert wou ld not b e pacified 
Then she u rged that the law was cru elly 
severe, and that the su m of money lost was 
not one so great b u t that Lamport wou ld 
scarcely feel it, and that he wou ld b e cer­ 
tain, later, to regret his harshness in irivimr 
over to death a girl who had yielded to a 
fir* *mpt» Uon, and had u kon . com par. 
Dveljr insignificant tu rn at money. 
H . knew tha t it 
reprodu ise a signet w ith b read, b u t this re- 
qu u ire* considerab le time. 
The b read m u tt 


t * wall worked, 
the Imprvstison taken 
while the bread is soft; then It mu st b e al 
lowed some day* in which to harden. 
This 
involved a dou b le opening of bis chest, one© 
to take tho cast of the seal and again to 
« teal tho money and rental the hag. 
Bu t__ 
haw had Marie got hold of his 
key*» That 
was impossib le. 
If, however, she cou ld 
take the impress of .his seal, sho cou ld take 
also that of the lock. 
80, he reasoned, the 
rob b ery had b een committed, 
b u t this 
means adopted showed that tho girl was 
adroit in the art, and that in all prob ab ility 
she b elonged to a gang of thieve» . 
This 
su spicion was corrob orated b y the fact that 
nono 9f tho money was recovered except ono 
du cat. 
The rest she had passed Into tho 
b ands of her confederates, 
Lampert, having tu rned a deaf 
ear to hiu 
wife's remonstrances, went to the magis 
trafce, ob tained an order for the arrest of 
Mario Keller, and a few hou rs later sho was 
thrown into prison. 
No sooner was this done than Frau Lam 
pert sent to Marie's mother, a poor woman 
living in Berlin, and requ ested that sho 
wou ld come to her. 
The poor woman was 
In great trou b le; she cou ld not b elieve in 
her dau ghter’s gu ilt, b u t was u nab le to 
gu ess who was the thief. 
Fm u Lamport 
told her that tho girl had b een a good ser­ 
vant, and had never hitherto given her an 
occasion to mistru st her; she added that the 
girl Marie made a great mistake in refu sing 
to acknowledge her crime, and promised to 
give the mother the missing su m of money 
if Mario wou ld confess her gu ilt, and refu nd 
Lam pert throu gh the mother. 
The old woman accepted the offer and 
went to Lampert. 
She told him that she 
was heart b roken at the thou ght that Marie 
liad rob b ed him; she offered him the money 
which, she said, her dau ghter had c*onfldcd 
to her, and then implored him to have 
mercy and withdraw from the prosecu tion 
Of the charge. 
Bu t Lampert was still not to b e shaken. 
He had now got this additional proof 
against Marie, that her mother had received 
the stolen coins, and ho a t once visited the 
examining ju dge and requ ested him to 
hear the confession of tho mother. 
In 
Germany the examining Ju dge holds a posi­ 


tion to which wo have nothing analogou s. 
Ho is in part pu b lic prosecu tor, and it is 
his office to collect evidence against tho ac­ 
cu sed. 
The most im portant evidence is 
that ob tained from the prisoner himself; I 10 
is qu estioned b y the examining ju dge in the 
presence of a notary employed to tako down 
his replies. 
The examinations are nu mer­ 
ou s, and formerly the most cru el means 
were hail recou rse to to extort a confession. 
Du ring the inqu iry the prisoner is kept in 
ignorance of the charge against him, and 
any endeavor on his part to gain informa­ 
tion on the su b ject is an offense in law. Ho 
is not allowed to see a copy of his own 
evidence or that of the witnesses. 
Bu t 
when the ju dge has failed to ob tain a con- 
fosssion tho prisoner is u nexpectedly con­ 
fronted with one or more of the witnesses 
against him, or with an accomplice, if 
I there b e one, in the hopes of su rprising him 
into a confession. 
Shou ld tho prisoner re­ 
fu se to answer he is pu t on a diet of b read 
and water. 
In cases of mu rder the ac­ 
cu sed is led to tho spot where the crime was 
committed, and the b leeding cor pee or, may 
b e, the moldering remains are su ddenly 
shown to him. Tortu re u sed to b o employed 
to wring a confession from him. 
He was 
su b jected to a thu mb screw, the rack and to 
fire. 
Hometimes he was kept for months 
du ring winter withou t fire, and in damp 
colls where he was agonized with rheu ma­ 
tism and agu e. 
The cases are innu mer­ 
ab le in which false confessions of gu ilt were 
thu s 
extorted 
from 
innocent persons. 
Others have committed su icide rather than 
confess to crimes they had not committed. 
The examining 
ju dge now proceeded 
vigoru sly to collect proofs of Marie’s gu ilt. 
He took the evidence of Lampert on oath. 
In that evidence Lamport acknowledged 
that he cou ld find no signs of his lock hav­ 
ing b een tampered with nor of the seal hav­ 
ing b een forced. 
Nevertheless, he was ab le 
to swear, b y the date of the du cat fou nd in 
Marie’s pocket, that it was ono of those 
pieces of coin which he had sealed u p in his 
leather pou ch and locked into the chest. 
Marie was qu estioned. Sho acknowledged 
thu t every evening she went into the b ed­ 
room and where the coffer was to tidy the 
room and prepare tho b ed for her master. 
Usu ally she had with her tho dau ghter of 
tier master. 
Sho confessed that she had 
b een engaged in the room 011 the evening 
]preceding the discovery. Also she admitted 
that the dm*« in the pocket of which the 
du cat was fou nd was one of her own, and 
one moreover which she had worn on that 
very evening. 
Nevertheless« , she persisted 
;tn her assertion that she was entirely inno­ 
cent of the charge. 
The mother of the girl was next cross- 
examined b y the ju dge. 
Tho poor woman, 
like so many of the u nedu cated, thou ght to 
save her dau ghter b y having recou rse to 
falsehood. 
It is a cu riou s fact that tho u n­ 
cu ltu red in a civilized land, like the savage, 
regards lying as a natu ral means of protec­ 
tion which it is always safe, and never 
wrong, to have recou rse to. 
Frau Keller, 
confronted with the ju dge, at once, and 
natu rally, fell b ack 011 lying. 
When asked 
whence her dau ghter had ob tained the du c­ 
at, the poor woman said that it was a god­ 
mother’s present to Marie, w hich sho (the 
mother) liad formerly retained in her pos­ 
session, b u t which she had given to Marie 
when she went into Lom pert’s service, b e­ 
cau se she feared lest, in the event of her 
own death, her other children might seizo 
on the du cat and refu se to give it u p to 
Marie. 
( 
The poor woman, in telling this story 
completely b roke down the dou b t which 
the ju dge had felt hitherto in Marie’s gu ilt 
He looked at the du cat, and it proved b y 
the date on it to have b een stru ck fou r 
years after Marie’s b irth. 
The ju dge at 
once charged the woman with conniving at 
her dau ghter’s gu ilt and showed her how 
false was her evidence on the testimony of 
the date on the du cat. 
This completely u p­ 
set Frau Keller; she was u nab le to speak 
for some minu tes, and at last, in a b roken 
and hesitating voice, told tho ju dge that 
Maries’ mistress hodsen^for her and o ffered 
her the money to indemnify Lampert for 
his loss, if she wou ld confess that her dau gh­ 
ter had committed tha theft and persu ade 
Marie to do so as well. 
The judge was »0 irritated at the woman’« 
lie about the ducat that he dismissed this 
new «tory as a fab rication os false as the 
former, and mode no inqu iry in that" direc­ 
tion. 
He ordered Marie to be brought Into 
the rbom. and asked her wfcMfcer She b a d ! 


natu re, 


b een given a du cat b y her mo ther, which 
ha d b een a christening present fro m a spo n­ 
sor. The girl expreseed su rprise at the qu es­ 
tion, and in her simplicity replied that she 
hu d never had su ch a present. 
Then he confronted the mother with the 
dau ghter. 
Frau Keller, confu sed, and in her con­ 
fu sion having recou rse to her original false­ 
hood, insisted that what she had said was 
tru e concerning the du cat, that Marie was 
a half witted creatu re who forgot the sim­ 
plest things told her. 
Marie, on her side, 
entreated her mother, for God’s sake, to 
speak the tru th. 
She persisted in asserting 
t hat her mother never hod told her ab ou t a 
christening present, and certainly had given 
her none. 
The end of this altercation was that Fmu 
Keller confesesd she had told a lie, and 
entreated 
forgiveness, b ecau se sho 
had 
b een impelled b y love for her dau ghter to 
do all in her power to screen her from the 
chgrge of theft and to save her life. 
The inqu iring ju dge now demanded that 
Marie shou ld b e pu t on the rack, and b e 
forced to confess her gu ilt. 
The cou rt 
appointed a cou nsel for the defence, who 
opposed this demand. 
* 
He pointed ou t that there was no tru st­ 
worthy evidence against Marie. 
It was 
tru e that Herr Lampert hod lost money; b u t 
what proof was there that it had b een taken 
b y the accu sed. 
Was it possib le that a 
ru de, u nedu cated girl cou ld have contrived 
a theft so craftily that the smallest trace of 
tam pering with the lock and seal was not 
b e discovered? It b ehooved the accu ser to 
show that she had the keys and the signet 
of Lampert in her power, and this cou ld 
not b e shown. 
He declared that he always 
carried b oth ab ou t with him, and hod never 
missed either for a single day. 
How was 
sho to know that tho coffer contained 
money, when she was never present when it 
open? 
For au ght eh© knew it might 
have contained legal docu ments. 
It was 
qu ite tru e that she was allowed to enter tho 
room where tho chest was kept, b u t sho 
was there almost invariab ly attended b y 
Lamport's dau ghter, who assisted in tho 
domestic du ties. 
It was also ti*u e that s du cat had b een 
fou nd in her pocket; b u t how cou ld Lam­ 
pert swear that it was one of his du cats? 
Was b is du cat tho only ono coined in that 
year? 
W ere Du tch du cats su ch rarities 
that only his six fou nd their way to Berlin? 
How the du cat came into her pocket Marie 
was u nab le to explain; b u t was it not prob a­ 
b le that the real thief who had taken tho 
money at the same time pu t the du cat into 
her pocket so as to throw ju stico on tho 
wrong scent and lead it to su spect Marie, 
when the real criminal was, perhaps, an 
experienced b u rglar? 
According to law, 
tortu re was only to b e employed against the 
accu sed when evidence against the prisoner 
is almost conclu sive, and only a confession 
is needed to mako it ab solu tely conclu sive. 
Ho contended that the proofs of Mario’s 
gu ilt were wanting. 
There were circu m­ 
stantial evidence of the shallowest 
and none whatever that was direct. 
According to a—to u s—cu riou s b u t u su al 
Cu stom in Germany, the demand of the pu b ­ 
lic prosecu tor and the contention of the 
cou nsel for tho defense were referred to the 
lega 1 facu lty of the University of Frank- 
fort-on-Oder to decide u pon. 
The u niver­ 
sity professors examined the evidence and 
conclu ded tliat it inode so heavily against 
Marie Keller that she mu st b e su b jected to 
tortu re to extract from her tho confession 
requ ired to finally estab lish her gu ilt and 
ju stify sentence of execu tion. 
Accordingly 
the u nfortu nate girl was placed on the rack, 
and her nerves and mu scles so strained, 
and her joints dislocated, that in her agony 
she cried ou t that rfie was ready to confess. 
Hho was removed from the rack and ad­ 
m itted her gu ilt, b u t every effort that was 
made to ob tain from her an explanation 
how she had managed to extract the money 
from b ag and b ox failed. 
Sho wou ld ad­ 
m it her gu ilt, b u t not say how she had com­ 
mitted the 
theft. 
Bu t this confession 
su fficed, and on Ju ne 24, 1731, the u nfortu ­ 
nate Marie Keller was execu ted. 
Unfortu nately we have su ch scanty in­ 
formation relative to her end that we can 
only say that the Lu theran pastor who pre­ 
pared her for death fou nd her at first a prey 
to despair, still earnestly protesting her in­ 
nocence, retracting her confession, which 
she declared was extorted from her sorely 
b y the u nendu rab le agonies to which she 
was su b jected on the rack. 
After a while, 
however, the poor creatu re b ecame more 
composed, listened to his exhortations with 
meekness and su b mitted herself to the pros­ 
pect of « loath in resignation to the will of 
God. 
The pastor was himself convinced 
of her gu ilt, and did his u tmost to indu ce 
her to admit the ju stice of her sentence, 
b u t to this he cou ld not b ring her. 
8he 
wou ld confess again if laid on the rack, b u t 
never off it. 
She forgave her enemies, 
thou gh she did not know who they cou ld 
b e; nevertheless, she was su re she liad one 
or more, or else, as she contended, how 
cou ld the du cat havo come into her pocket? 
Sho was hanged in the presence of a great 
crowd, m the Bru der strasse, opposite tho 
door of tae hou se where the theft had b een 
committed—b efore the eyes of Lamnert 
who had b een rob b ed; of his wife, who hat! 
vau xly endeavored to save her; and of the 
dau ghter, who had b een with her 
when the u nhappy girl cleaned the 
where the money b ox was. 
The poor girl had not b een long dead b e­ 
fore somehow a feeling arose among the 
]>eople of Berlin that, after all, in spite of 
the evidence against her, in spite of her 
own confession, Marie Keller was gu iltless 
and that it was a ju dicial mu rder that had 
b een committed. 
The evidence was discu ssed, and its weak­ 
ness was seen. 
The cou nsel for the priso- 
ja m m in g ju dge, the legal facu lty 
of Frankfort, the cou rt, the pu b lic gen­ 
erally, had missed seeing one little featu re 
in the case which, when cau ght sight of 
completely altered its complexion. 
W hy was it that the mistress of poor 
Marie had offered her mother the money to 
refu nd Lamport his loss? 
Was the offer 
made ou t of charity? It will b e remem­ 
b ered that when Frau Keller narrated this 
to the examining ju dge he pu t the story 
aside as a lie, and did not ask another 
qu estion relative to it. 
Nevertheless, after 
Marie s execu tion the old woman persisted 
aiid 48 ^ 
did 80 P« *>ple asked: 
W hy did Frau Lampert u rge the money on 
the woman and try to indu e© her to confess 
that her dau ghter was gu ilty? 
The rob b ery in the Bru der strane, in­ 
stead of b eing forgotten after Ma rie ha d 
b een lianged and b u ried, seemed a s if 


wo nld no t*be l.H a l nwt ft eo ntlnnea to 
b e dismissed; parties formed ; tome accu sed 
Frau Lampert, others the dau ghter, others 
again said that Lampert hod made a mis­ 
calcu lation when cou nting his money, and 
had written a wrong su m on the ticket. He 
had not b een rob b ed, he hail lost nothing, 
he had deceived himself. 
This letter opin­ 
ion slowly mad© its way and prevailed over 
the others, 
It was the only really satisfac­ 
tory explanation of the mystery, anti it 
was one eminently simple, 
i t was in vain 
for Lamfiert to protest that he cou ld not 
have b een deceived; 
few b elieved him. 
That Marie was innocent everyone con­ 
clu ded and that a crime had b een committed 
was u niversally admitted, and Mario's death 
was s;x>ken of as tho “ mu rder in the Bru ­ 
der strasse —when—one evening as Lara- 
per* came in from his tavern where he 
tlrank l« oor with a few b oon companions, 
as he opened his hou se door, he saw some­ 
thing that mado him start b ack an« l u tter a 
cry of horror. 
Before him was his wife’s 
b ody, hanging from a crook in the ceiling. 
Almost b efore he had recovered himself 
and had the cou rage to cu t her down, thè 
examining m agistrate and a policeman ar 
rived. 
Tho 
former had received a letter 
from Mme. Lampert, in which she con 
fessed that Marie had died innocent, and 
that she hod su rreptitiou sly taken the money 
while assisting her hu sb and in cou nting it. 
As she cou nted she had slipped some of the 
coins u p her sleeve. 
He was going on the 
morrow to teipsio, and sho hod b een given 
a su m of money only adequ ate to meet the 
ordinary hou sehold expenses. 
This had 
annoyed and disappointed her. 
If her hu s­ 
b and went to Leipsic he wou ld enjoy him­ 
self there, go to the theater, drink wines, 
dine well; while she was dru dging at home. 
The temptation took her to pu rloin a few 
pieces of money wherewith she hoped to 
give herself and her dau ghter some amu se­ 
ment du ring her hu sb and's ab sence. 
He 
had at once discovered tho loss, and, afraid 
of his temper, she had not dared to confess 
what she had done, b u t had slipped one of 
the du cats into the servant girl's pocket. 
Afterward, when M « rie was in prison and 
u nder investigation, she had b een too fright­ 
ened to confess the tru th, lest she shou ld 
have b een imprisoned in the place of Marie, 
and have b een sentenced to the gallows. 
Thu s she had seen the u nfortu nate and 
gu iltless victim of her crime die u nder her 
eyes, and she had b een ever since hau nted 
b y the sight and tortu red b y the sting of 
he r conscience. 
This letter she sent to the examining 
ju dge b y a servant, and a t once proceeded 
to hang herself close to the doorway oppo­ 
site which Marie had b een hanged. 
When 
she was cu t down she was qu ite dead. 
For 
many years after the people of Berlin 
pointed to Lamport's hou se and spoke of the 
ju dicial mu rder in the Binder strasse — 
Belgravia.
